Participation in the education system 
Overview 


In September 1988 there were an estimated 2,701,600 persons aged 15 to 24 of whom 43 per cent (1,174,600 persons) 
were attending an educational institution on a full-time or part-time basis. Of those persons attending, 58 per cent were 
at school, 19 per cent at a TAFE or technical college, 11 per cent at a university, 9 per cent at a CAE, and 3 per cent 


at other educational institutions. 


The younger age groups comprised a large portion of those attending an educational institution. For males, 41 per cent 
of those attending were aged 15 or 16 with a further 28 per cent aged 17 or 18, while only 6 per cent were aged 23 or 
24. For females a similar pattern emerged with 45 per cent of those attending aged 15 or 16, 26 per cent aged 17 or 18 


and 6 per cent aged 23 or 24,

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Students aged 15 to 19 

About two-thirds of persons aged 15 to 19 were attending an educational institution, about three-quarters of whom 
(679,800) were at school. Additionally 127,900 were attending a TAFE or technical college, 51,300 were at a university, 
45,500 at a CAE and 15,400 at other educational institutions. 


Students aged 20 to 24 

Less than 20 per cent of persons aged 20 to 24 were attending an educational institution - almost exclusively tertiary in- 
stitutions. Some 92,400 attended a TAFE or technical college, 79,000 attended a university, 58,800 attended a CAE and 
20,700 attended other tertiary institutions. 


Full-time and part-time study 
Part-time students represented 19 per cent (226,700) of persons at an educational institution. Although 81 per cent 
(947,900) of all students were attending full-time, a large portion of these (681,000) were attending school. 


Of those attending a tertiary institution, 46 per cent (224,200) were attending on a part-time basis, comprising 169,100 
at a TAFE or technical college, 17,800 at a CAE, 15,800 at a university and 21,400 at other educational institutions. 


Persons attending an educational institution part-time had a labour force participation rate of 96 per cent whereas for full- 
time students the participation rate was 36 per cent.

In the 15 to 19 years age group the percentage of part-time students was just under 12 per cent (109,100) but their par- 
ticipation rate was a very high 97 per cent. 


Amongst 20 to 24 year olds the preference for part-time study had reached 46 per cent (117,500) with a participation 
rate of 96 per cent. 


The unemployment rate for part-time students was only 5 per cent compared with the rate for full-time students of 19 
per cent, and the rate for persons not studying of 12 per cent. 


Type of school last attended 

Of the estimated 491,100 persons aged 15 to 24 who were attending a tertiary institution in September 1988, 68 per cent 
(336,100) had previously attended a government or state school. The most popular tertiary institution for this group was 
TAFE or technical college, attracting 51 per cent (172,400), followed by university 22 per cent (72,300), CAE 20 per 
cent (67,000) and 7 per cent (24,400) enrolled at other institutions.The remaining 32 per cent (155,000) had previously 
attended a non-government school, and for this group 37 per cent (58,000) had proceeded to a university, 31 per cent 
(48,000) were attending a TAFE or technical college, 24 per cent (37,300) were attending a CAE and 8 per cent (11,700) 
were attending other institutions. 


Education and work

Overview 

Of the 1,174,600 persons aged 15 to 24 attending an educational institution in September 1988, 41 per cent (481,600) 
were employed, (204,200 on a full-time basis and 277,300 on a part-time basis). In general the division of study and 
work amongst employed students appeared complementary with 94 per cent of employed persons in full-time study hav- 
ing part-time jobs and 90 per cent of employed persons studying part-time being employed on a full-time basis. 


Students who were in the labour force but unemployed numbered 73,400 (6 per cent). 


The remaining 53 per cent (619,700) of students were not participating in the labour force. This group comprised 468,400 
persons at school, 65,800 at a university, 47,200 at a CAE, 28,600 at a TAFE or technical college and 9,700 at other 
educational institutions. 


School and work 
Just on a quarter of school students (171,900) aged 15 to 24 in September 1988 were employed, 97 per cent of them on 
a part-time basis. The participation rate for school students was 32 per cent and the unemployment rate was 20 per cent, 


Tertiary education and work 

339,800 persons (69 per cent) of the 491,100 aged 15 to 24 who were attending a tertiary institution in September 1988, 
were also participating in the labour force. The level of participation differed depending on the institution being attended, 
with TAFE or technical college students (220,300) recording a participation rate of 87 per cent, CAE students (104,300) 
55 per cent and university students (130,300) just on 50 per cent. 


Attendance and gender 


There were 626,100 males and 548,600 females attending an educational institution in September 1988. Attendance at a 
school accounted for 56 per cent of males (348,100) and 61 per cent of females (335,500). Attendance at a university 
was comparable, being 11 per cent for both males (71,900) and females (58,400). However, attendance at a CAE was 
greater for females at 10 per cent (54,300) than males at 8 per cent (50,100), and attendance at a TAFE or technical col- 
lege was significantly greater for males at 23 per cent (143,000) than for females at 14 per cent (77,300). The remaining 
2 per cent of males (13,000) and 4 per cent of females (23,100) were attending other educational institutions.

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Attendance and birthplace 


Persons aged 15 to 24 born overseas accounted for 14 per cent (167,200) of the total who were attending educational in- 
stitutions; of this age-group, 15 per cent of the total population is born overseas. 


The percentage of overseas born persons in this age-group attending an educational institution was 41 per cent, margi- 
nally below the rate for those born in Australia at 44 per cent. For persons born in the main english-speaking countries 
the percentage was 32 per cent, compared with 49 per cent for those born in other countries.

GLOSSARY 


CAE: college of advanced education. 


Educational institution: any institution whose primary role 
is education. Included are schools, universities, colleges of 
advanced education, colleges of technical and further edu- 
cation, public and private colleges, etc. Excluded are 
institutions whose primary role is not education, for 
example hospitals. 


Full-time attendance: persons who consider themselves to 
be attending full-time, or the institution which they are at- 
tending so classifies them. 


Other educational institution: attendance at other educa- 
tional institution includes business, commercial and 
secretarial colleges; religious and theological colleges; and 
overseas institutions. 


Part-time attendance: petsons who consider themselves to 
be attending part-time or the institution which they are at- 
tending so classifies them. 

TAFE: college of technical and further education. 


Tertiary institution: any educational institution other than 
a school. 
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APPENDIX B 


EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Introduction 

The monthly population survey (which is described 
in The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0)) comprises the 
monthly labour force survey and supplementary topics. 
This publication contains some results of a supplementary 
survey run in association with the September 1988 labour 
force survey conducted throughout Australia. 


2. Of the respondents to the labour force survey, those 
who fell within the scope of the supplementary survey 
were asked additional questions. They were asked whether 
thery were attending an educational institution and, if so, 
the type of educational institution and the type of attend- 
ance, 


Scope 

3. The scope of this supplementary survey was the 
same as that used for the labour force survey (described 
in full in The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0)) except 
that it was restricted to persons aged 15 to 24 and ex- 
cluded persons permanently unable to work, some patients 
in hospitals and sanitoriums and inmates of reformatories, 
gaols, etc. 


Coverage 

4. In the population survey, coverage rules are applied 
which aim to ensure that each person is associated with 
only one dwelling, and hence has only one chance of se- 
lection. See The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0) for 
more details. 


Definitions 

5. Definition of labour force and demographic classifi- 
cations appearing in this publication are given in The 
Labour Force, Australia (6203.0). 


6. Unless otherwise stated, all characteristics referenced 
in this publication relate to the week before the interview 
(i.e. the reference week). 


Results of the Survey 

7. Due to differences in the method of estimation used 
in this supplementary survey and that used in the labour 
force survey, there are some small variations between es- 
timates in this publication and those in the corresponding 
issue of The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0). 


8. The estimates in this publication refer to information 
collected in the survey month and, due to seasonal factors, 
may not be representative of other months of the year. 


9. Care should be taken when comparing estimates of 
those attending school between May 1988 and September 
1988. The increase of 51,000 is most likely largely attri- 
butable to the number of 14 year olds at school in May 
1988 who have come into the scope of the survey by turn- 
ing 15 years of age in the period between the two surveys. 
Since the surveys include persons up to 24 years of age 
there was no compensating loss at the upper end of the 
school age population. 


10. It is proposed that this survey will be conducted next 
in September 1989. 


Unpublished tables 

11. In some cases, the ABS can also make available in- 
formation which is not published.

12, Estimates in this publication are subject to sampling 
and non-sampling errors. For more information refer to 
the Technical Note, Appendix C. 


Estimation procedure 

13. The estimates are derived from the population survey 
by use of a ratio estimation procedure which ensures that 
the estimates conform to an independently estimated dis- 
tribution of the population for each capital city and 
remainder of State by age and sex, rather than to the 
corresponding distribution within the sample itself.

APPENDIX C 


TECHNICAL NOTE 


Estimation procedure 

Since the estimates in this publication are based on 
information obtained from occupants of a sample of 
dwellings, they are subject to sampling variability, that is, 
they may differ from those that would have been pro- 
duced if all dwellings had been included in the survey. 
One measure of the likely difference is given by the 
standard error, which indicates the extent to which an es- 
timate might have varied by chance because only a 
sample of dwellings was included. There are about two 
chances in three that a sample estimate will differ by less 
than one standard error from the number that would have 
been obtained if all dwellings had been included, and 
about nineteen chances in twenty that the difference will 
be less than two standard errors. Another measure of the 
likely difference is the relative standard error, which is 
obtained by expressing the standard error as a percentage 
of the estimate. 


2. Space does not allow for the separate indication of 
the standard errors of all estimates in this publication.A 
table of standard errors for general application is given on 
the following page. Since they are averages based on cal- 
culations for a limited number of past surveys over a wide 
range of labour force characteristics, these figures will not 
give a precise measure of the standard error of a particu- 
lar estimate but they will provide an indication of its 
magnitude. 


3. An example of the calculation and the use of stand- 
ard errors in relation to estimates of persons is as follows. 
Table 2 shows the estimated number of persons aged 15 
to 24 who, in September 1988, were attending a 
TAFE/technical college as 220,300. Since this estimate is 
between 200,000 and 300,000 the standard error for Aus- 
tralia will be between 5,600 and 6,600 in the standard 
error table and can be approximated as 5,800 (rounded to 
the nearest 100). Therefore, there are about two chances 
in three that the value that would have been produced if 
all dwellings had been included in the survey will fall 
within the range 214,500 to 226,100 and about nineteen 
chances in twenty that the value will fall within the range 
208,700 to 231,900. This example is illustrated in the fol- 
lowing diagram.

4. As can be seen from the standard error table, the 
smaller the estimate the higher is the relative standard 
error. Very small estimates are thus subject to such high 
standard errors (relative to the size of the estimate) as to 
detract seriously from their value for most reasonable 
uses. In the tables in this publication only estimates with 
relative standard errors of 25 per cent or less (and percent- 
ages based on such estimates) are considered sufficiently 
reliable for most purposes. However, estimates and per- 
centages with larger relative standard errors have been 
included, and are preceded by an asterisk (e.g. *3.4) to in- 
dicate they are subject to high standard errors and should 
be used with caution. 


5. Proportions and percentages formed from the ratio of 
two estimates are also subject to sampling error. The size 
of the error depends on the accuracy of both the numera- 
tor and the denominator. A formula to approximate the 
relative standard error (RSE) of a proportion is: 


RSE(x/y) = VIRSE@)}” - [RSE (y)° 


6. Considering the example from paragraph 3 above, 
the 220,300 persons represent 44.9 per cent of the 491,100 
persons aged 15 to 24 who were attending tertiary institu- 
tions in September 1988. The standard error of 491,100 is 
approximately 8,000 so the relative standard error is 1.6 
per cent. The relative standard error for 220,300 is 2.7 per 
cent. Applying the above formula, the relative standard 
error of the proportion is V2.7)? - (1.6) or 2.2 per cent, 
giving a standard error for the proportion (44.9 per cent) 
of 1.0 percentage points. Therefore, there are about two 
chances in three that the proportion of persons aged 15 to 
24 who were attending a TAFE/technical college in Sep- 
tember 1988 is between 43.9 per cent and 45.9 per cent 
and nineteen chances in twenty the proportion is within 
the range 42.9 per cent to 46.9 per cent. 


7. Published estimates may also be used to calculate the 
difference between two survey estimates (of numbers or 
percentages). Such an estimate is also subject to sampling 
error. The sampling error of the difference between two 
estimates depends on their standard errors and the rela- 
tionship (correlation) between them. An approximate 
standard error (SE) of the difference between two esti- 
mates (x-y) may be calculated by the following formula: 


SE(x-y) = VISE@)P + SEQ) 


8. While this formula will only be exact for differences 
between separate and uncorrelated characteristics or sub- 
populations it is expected to provide a good 
approximation for all differences likely to be of interest in 
this publication. 


9. The imprecision due to sampling variability, which is 
measured by the standard error, should not be confused 
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with inaccuracies that may occur because of imperfections or a sample. Every effort is made to reduce non-sampling 
in reporting by interviewers and respondents and errors errors to a minimum by careful design of questionnaires, 
made in coding and processing data. Inaccuracies of this intensive training and supervision of interviewers and ef- 
kind are referred to as the non-sampling error, and they ficient operating procedures.
